Three Sources Deny 


Bobby "Peace Signal" 


PARIS (AP) — The French 
government, the American Em­ 
bassy and the North Vietnamese 
diplomatic mission in Paris to­ 
day denied a report that Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy received a 
“peace 
signal” 
from 
Hanoi 
through the French government 
during his visit to Paris last 
week. 


Newsweek magazine reported 
the peace overture, which it 
said indicated willingness by 
Hanoi to negotiate a settlement 
of the Vietnam war in three 
stages, if the United States 
stops bombing the North. The 
report said the message came 
from Mai Van Bo, delegate gen­ 
eral of the North Vietnamese 
mission in Paris and was trans­ 
mitted to Kennedy and a U.S. 
Embassy official by the French 
foreign office’s director of Asian 
affairs. 


The French official, Etienne 
Manac’h, could not be reached 
for comment. But a foreign of­ 
fice spokesman said: “No mes­ 
sage from the North Vietnam­ 
ese delegate was transmitted by 
the Quai D’Orsay (the foreign 
ministry) to Sen. Kennedy dur­ 
ing his visit to Paris.” 
The American Embassy, who 
had a representative with Ken­ 


nedy when he talked with Man- 
ac’h, said, “We do not know of 
such a message.” 
The Vietnamese mission said 
it “formally denies this report” 
and added “there is not a word 
of truth” in it. 
Asked about the report last 
night, Kennedy said through an 
aide he would not comment un­ 
til he discussed the situation 
with the White House and State 
Department. He would not say 
whether he means to see Presi­ 
dent Johnson personally and no 
date for the talks was mentioned. 
Hanoi also said in the official 
party newspaper Nhan Dan to­ 
day that peace talks could begin 
if the bombing stopped. The ar­ 
ticle, reported in Tokyo, did not 
list withdrawal of U. S. military 
forces from South Vietnam as a 
precondition to opening talks.

Seeks New Arsenal 


Against U.S. Crime 


WASHINGTON (UPP— President Johnson asked 
Congress today for a big, new arsenal of anti-crime 
weapons, including a stiff gun control act and a law 
to virtually ban wiretapping and electronic snooping. 
Johnson asked Congress to enact a package of 
legislation to attack crime from the federal to the local 
level. He said crimes are costing the nation nearly $3 
billion a year in property losses alone. 
In one of his longest special messages to the new 
Congress, Johnson said 7 million persons a year are 
brought into contact with at least one agency of crim­ 
inal justice. More than 400.000 are put behind bars 
a day, in lockups that cost about $1 billion a year to 
support, he said. 
The arms control bill and wiretap bills were part 
of an omnibus “Safe Streets and Ctime Control Act ’

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov. 
Reagan today asked California's 
state employees to voluntarily 
come to work on two of their 
holidays. 
Citing state financial prob­ 
lems as the reason. Reagan re­ 
quested the workers to report to 
their jobs on Monday—the day 
after Lincoln’s Birthday—and on 
Wednesday, Feb. 22, Washing­ 
ton’s Birthday. Both are state 
employee holidays. 
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SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
results of a three and one-half 
year long study of aviation’s role 
in 
California’s 
transportation 
system were ready for the legis­ 
lature todav in the form of nine 
bills. 
The measures were proposed 
by Sen. Randolph Collier, D- 
Yreka. and Assemblyman John 
Foran, D-San Francisco, chair­ 
men of the transportation com­ 
mittees of the two houses. 
The legislation would: 
Add two new seats to the 
five - member California Aero­ 
nautics Board, one to represent 
airports and the other to repre­ 
sent cities and counties. 
Create a seven-member air­ 
port land use commission in 
each county served by a com­ 
mercial air carrier and allow 
all other counties to have such 
commissions, to study airport 
hazards. 
Put aviation fuel taxes into 
an airport 
development 
fund 
and change the method of col­ 
lection and distribution of taxes 
levied on airplanes. 
Prohibit new buildings with­ 
in a mile of any public airport 
if they were a hazard to flying, 
unless a permit was granted by 
the state. 
Allow 
the 
Public 
Utihties 
Commission to set air carrier 
insurance regulations and grant 
temporary air carrier permits 
in case of emergency or airline 
strike. 
Make the Division of Aero­ 
nautics, not the State Education 
Department, 
responsible 
for 
certifying flying schools and in­ 
structors.

If you sell your personal resi­ 
dence at a loss, the loss is not 
deductible. If you make a profit, 
part or all of the profit may be 
taxable. 
If within a year of the sale of 
the old house you buy another 
h o u s e costing 
more than the 
old one sold for, 
then you will not 
be taxed on any 
of the profit you 
made on the old 
h o us e . If you 
’t 
buy 
an­ 
other 
h o u s e , 
t h e n you are 
taxed on all the 
profit you made, 
as a long term capital gain if 
you owned the old house over 
six months. 
If you buy a new house costing 
less than the net price you got 
on the old house (selling price 
less commissions and other ex-

penses), then you are taxed on 
the difference between the net 
on the old house and the cost 
of the new house. In effect, you 
are being taxed on any of the 
profit you did not sink into the 
new house. 
The old house must have been 
your principal residence. A sum 
mer home or vacation cabin 
wouldn’t count. 
Any of your profit which is 
not taxed serves to reduce the 
cost of your new house for tax 
purposes. In other words, if you 
made $5,000 on the old house and 
it was not taxed, if you ever sell 
your new house you would have 
to reduce the cost figure you 
show for the new house by the 
$5,000 untaxed profit on the old. 
This would make your profit big­ 
ger on the new house. But of 
course you could continue to put 
off paying tax on the profit by 
continually “buying up” a little 
as you change houses.

My work is hard and 
I'm trying to build up enough 
capital to retire at age 57. I 
own Great A. & P., Colgate, 
Puerto Rican Cement, Nopco 
Chemical, Thomas & Betts, 
Cooper-Jarrett.

A. I surely hope that you will 
attain your objective. To that 
end, however, you should hold 
only issues which operate in 
growth areas and which have a 
record of strongly rising earn­ 
ings, dividends and price.

Room For Economy In 
Official Publications 


Varied and voluminous reports are 
issued by state agencies in the form of 
“progress reports” or quarterly and 
annual reports to the public. 
Many of these publications perform 
a valuable service in informing the 
public on how the taxpayers’ money is 
being spent, how those eligible may 
take advantage of the services offered, 
and to give the public an indication of 
how rapidly or slowly progress is being 
made in various fields such as highway 
construction, water projects and per­ 
sonal services. 
In some cases, the publications tend 
to go overboard, with liberal use of full 
page colored photographs on top qual­ 
ity papei. 
The end product, while 
pleasing to the eye, must have created 
quite a drain on the budget of the de­ 
partment issuing such publications. 
Each department no doubt has well- 
qualified 
professionals to turn out 
these publications. Some of them are 
elaborate and colorful enough to give 
private commercial publications com­ 
petition. 
But now that the state is undergoing 
a series of belt-tightening measures 
that are threatening such essentials as 
education, more restraint seems to be 
in order for those charged with issuing 
periodic reports to the public. 
In this respect, we agree with a re­ 


cent decision by the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors to urge the state 
to cut down on publication costs wher­ 
ever possible. 
They authorized a resolution to be 
sent to the Governor and decided to 
collect all state publications during the 
month of February and deliver them 
in crates to the Governor’s office. 
Sending such material “in crates” to 
Sacramento may demonstrate Marin's 
concern with the costs of publication. 
However, we feel that a more construc­ 
tive approach would be to give credit 
where credit is due, and single out only 
those that appear to be non-essential 
or overly elaborate for the purposes for 
which they are intended. 


Sending cratefuls of material as a 
“blanket accusation ' against publica­ 
tions carries the danger that the pub­ 
lic will be cut off from essential infor­ 
mation and communication emanating 
from Sacramento and its district of­ 
fices. 


Expensive 
pamphlets, 
illustrated 
with pages of colored photographs, 
certainly should not be issued at ran­ 
dom. 
But the issuance of reports, 
tables, and charts in mimeographed 
form is one of the legitimate and de­ 
sirable functions of state agencies, re­ 
sponsible to the taxpaying public.

Mixed reactions followed Gov. 
Ronald Reagan's presentation 
of his 1967-68 budget to the 
state legislature. 
Generally, the feeling was 
that Reagan, in seeking a 10 
per cent budget cut. and re­ 
questing economies from all 
agencies of state government, 
was merely attempting to car­ 
ry out the mandate of an elec­ 
torate which put him in office 
with nearly a million majority. 
On the other hand, there 
w a s 
resentment 
expressed 
over the new governor’s use 
of the word “ looting” applied 
to the past administration's 
handling of state funds. The 
word was used in a report to 
the people television presenta­ 
tion prior to delivery of the 
budget message. 


REAGAN 
WAS 
criticized 
both by Senators Hugh M. 
Bums, D-Fresno, and George 
Miller, D-Contra Costa, who 
interpreted the meaning of the 
word as a reflection on the in­ 
tegrity of the state legislature. 


THE C Y N IC 'S CORNER 


The legislature approved pre­ 
vious state budgets. 
The two senators held that 
if anyone “ looted and drain­ 
ed” the treasury, the gover­ 
nor must be referring to the 
solons, rather than the Brown 
administration. 
There was every indication 
in the capitol that with pres­ 
entation of the budget, the 
“honeymoon was over.” Every 
new governor, regardless of 
party, has a “honeymoon” be­ 
fore the sparks start flying, 
and the opposite party starts 
shafting. Reagan’s use of the 
word “ looting” probably had 
more to do than anything else 
with dropping the wall of ice 
between the Democrats and 
Republicans, which was pretty 
well frozen by the time the 
governor appeared before the 
two houses and delivered his 
message. 


ALSO CAUSING some com­ 
ment was the television show 
the 
evening 
preceding 
the 
budget message, which ap­ 
peared on one channel of news 
comment. On this show, Rea­ 
gan was giving his report to

the people. Periodically, the 
show was interrupted to have 
Hale Champion, former di­ 
rector of finance under Brown 
and Alan Cranston, deposed 
state controller, break in with 
disparaging comments. 
The sentiment was to the 
effect that this method of 
down-grading a governor was 
on the order of dirty pool. 
No one would d e n y either 
Champion or Cranston, even 
though they are now nothing 
more than private citizens, the

where opportunity is offered. 
But

mand that any individual be 
permitted to make his state­ 
ment without interruption and 
contradiction. 


OFFICIALS 
OF the Cali­ 
fornia Taxpayers Association 
said after the presentation that 
they believe presentation of 
the budget as a framework 
for consideration by the legis­ 
lature presented opportunity 
for action which could slow 
down the spiral of state spend­ 
ing. 
The association will work 
with the administration and 
legislature in attempting to 
work out suitable solutions to 
solving the fiscal troubles of 
the state, to the end that 
proper cuts can be effected, 
while esential state services 
are maintained. 
Basically, the budget mes­ 
sage and the f r a m e w o r k 
budget presented to the legis­ 
lature, is nothing more than 
an attempt to carry out the 
results of the last election, 
which indicated the state is 
ready for a return to sounder 
principles of financing than 
have been used in the past.

Perhaps Douglas could be 
placed in the election depart­ 
ment. 


Another problem that many 
residents of the county are weil 
versed in is flooding. A dry 
home is also in the field of 
promotion 
and development. 
Douglas might well make a 
good flood control czar. 


Another weak spot in county 
government is data processing. 
Repair 
of 
this 
department 
would be a real boon, a solid 
promotion, a bright develop­ 
ment and a joyous sound be­ 
fore the Lord. 


DOUGLAS MIGHT also be 
able to solve the mysteries in 
the personnel department, the 
very mysteries which he in­ 
advertantly 
exposed 
at 
the 
time of his own hiring. 


This, incidentally, was not 
his fault, it was simply a seri­ 
ous lapse in the political judg­ 
ment of former supervisor By­ 
ron W. Leydecker. No matter 
how pure the intentions, the 
public gets suspicious when 
you put your neighbor on the 
county payroll, especially when 
the neighbor is sixth on the 
list of candidates. 
That bit of business present­ 
ed one heck of a handicap for 
Douglas, a new man on a new 
job. But he showed that it was 
a handicap he could overcome 
What he cannot beat is the 
fact that most people are not 
ready for a separate depart­ 
ment in county government 
for promotion—not when there 
are so many other things that 
should be promoted first. 


TO BEAT THAT, Douglas 
has to have some help from 
supervisors and the many oth­ 
er officials of realm. That is 
the kind of help that is very, 
very slow in coming. 


W A SH IN G T O N - As one of 
J. Edgar Hoover * most ardent 
admirers. I was very surprised 
to read of the FBI director's 
stand on 
a 
proposed 
U.S.- 
U.S.S.R. Consular Treaty. It 
seems the administration wants 
the treaty because it would 
mean that we could have con­ 
sulates in s e v e r a l cities 
throughout the Soviet Union. 
In exchange the Soviet Union 
could set up consulates in U.S. 
cities on a quid pro quo basis. 


The treaty has had tough go­ 
ing 
in 
the 
Senate 
because 
Hoover is said to be against it 
on the grounds that it would 
give the Russians a chance to 
set up more spy cells in the 
United 
States 
and 
that 
it 
would give the FBI more work 
to do. Hoover raised the ques­ 
tion of whether the G-men 
could control the new threat of 
espionage. 


THIS ATTITUDE about spies 
and espionage came as a sur­ 
prise to those of us who have 
been raised on movies and 
magazine articles about Hoov­ 
er and the FBI. The one thing 
we could always be certain of, 
until Hoover started writing 
letters to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, was that 
the FBI could catch any spy 
a foreign power tried to plant 
in the United States. 


The impression that has al­ 
ways been given is that the 
more spies the Communists 
sent to this country, the better 
the F B I liked it. And every 
time the FBI rounded up a 
Soviet spy 
ring 
the nation 
cheered and the President gave 
Hoover another medal. 


If the truth be known, Hoov­ 
er’s 
department 
thrived 
on 
Soviet spies. It was the stuff 
FBI legends were made of, and 
there wasn't a man, woman or 
child in this nation who didn't 
sleep better at night knowing 
that as hard as the Commies i 
would try to penetrate our 
secrets. Hoover and his gallant 
agents would stop them. 


BUT NOW for the first time 
Hoover has indicated that he 
would be hard put to keep 
track of Soviet spies if we per­ 
mitted the Russians to open 
consulates in our major cities. 
He has said in effect that the 
F B I could no longer guarantee I 


us 
protection 
against 
those 
who would be sent to this 
country to steal our blueprints 
and to microfilm our defenses. 
Hoover unknowingly sent 
shudders of fear down our 
backs, because if he can’t 
protect us against the dastard* 
iy Soviet spy system, then who 
can? 


Obviously it isn’t a question 
of 
manpower, 
because 
all 
Hoover has to do is go before 
the Senate and explain the new 
spy threat to them 
In ex­ 
change he would get all the 
men he needs. Money is also no 
problem, because the greater 
the espionage, the more funds 
Congress will give him to fight 
it. 


SO THE ONLY thing one can 
guess is that Hoover is getting 
tired of catching spies. A man 
who has caught as many as he 
has probably wants to take it 
easy, and there is nobody in 
this country who would be­ 
grudge him this. 


It would be unfair for the 
government to burden the FBI 
with new problems just be­ 
cause the administration wants 
to work out a detente with the 
Soviet Union. 


If the Senate turns down the j 
Consular Treaty for no other 
reason than to give Hoover a 
much needed rest. 1 would be I 
the last to criticize them. 


THE ONLY THING that wor­ 
ries me is that without fresh 
spies, where will the F B I get 
new plots for its television

a chance to begin her serious 
training, she went up to the 
judges and offered to shake 
hands. Now. a year later, she is 
a veteran of many shows, and 
so well controlled that she can 
stand motionless for 15 minutes 
or more. 
“ She is the biggest ham in the 
world,” says Michelle’s owner 
fondly. Her handler calls the big 
dog “a natural showman who 
learns quickly.”

Pianist Julian White Gives 


Series An Excellent Start

Mill Valley’s Center for the 
Performing Arts’ Sunday music 
series was launched last night 
with a high caliber performance 
by pianist Julian White, a Berke­ 
ley resident who has a large 
following on this side of the 
bay. 
White is a pianist who has a 
deep understanding of the old 
masters as well as a fine touch 
for the 20th Century composi­ 
tions. 
The pianist, who teaches at 
California State College in Hay­ 
ward, opened his lecture-recital 
with Corelli's Folies d ’Espange 
—12 variations of a melodic 
Spanish melody. His reading was 
never too harsh and his rhyth­ 
mic tempo was of the finest 
shading. 
Next on the program was 
Fantasy in C Minor K475 by 
Mozart, a composition which the 
18th Century described as opera 
for piano. White’s clearly ex­ 
ecuted style enabled the listener 
to pick out the heroine, hero 
and villain. 
White switched to the 20th 
Century for his next two works 
—displaying an astute aware­ 
ness of more modern composi­ 
tions. 
First was Scenes d’Enfante by 
Mompou, in which the composer, 
who is now in his 80s, looked 
back into a child's life. Here 
the guest handled the score in 
a poetic manner, commonly as­ 
sociated with the impressionist 
period of art. 
He next turned to Bartok’s 
Elegy No. 2 Opus 88, a moody 
five tone selection from the com­ 
poser’s early days. It was a daz­ 
zling show of runs with the 
underlying melody throughout. 
For his major work, White 
selected Fantasy in C Major 
(The Wanderer) by Schubert. 
This time the artist forgot about 
the score before him and played 
it practically from memory. It’s 
a towering selection with the 


rhythmic idea taking shape in 
the adagio. It has a murderous 
fugue-like finish, but White nev­ 
er lost control and finished in 
a flurry of keyboard dynamics. 
If anything was upsetting, it was 
his hurrying from the presto to 
the allergo finale. It could have 
been more clearly defined. 
After a warm response from 
the sellout crowd at Mill Val­ 
ley’s 
Golf 
Course clubhouse, 
White came back with two en­ 
core numbers—Chopin’s Nocture 
in C Minor and the last move­ 
ment from Mozart’s D Major 
Sonata. 
Besides giving the new series 
such 
an 
excellent launching, 
White, who is the brother of Mill 
Valley’s Mayor Albert E. White, 
played the recital as a benefit 
to the new organization. 
Next on the Sunday series 
will be Joel Andrews, harpist, 
on March 5.

’Dear Liar’ 


Is Another 


ACT Triumph 


SAN FRANCISCO - “ If I 
could write letters like you, I’d 
write letters to God,” Mrs. Pat­ 
rick Campnell wrote *to George 
Bernard Shaw at one point in 
their tempestuous 41-year rela­ 
tionship, a good portion of which 
was carried on by correspond­ 
ence. 
“ Dear Liar.” currently in the 
repertory of the American Con­ 
servatory Theater at the Gary, 
is a dramatized compilation of 
the letters between the vitriolic 
playwright and the famed ac­ 
tress who created the role of 
Eliza Doolittle in Shaw’s “ Pyg­ 
malion.” 
It is performed with consum­ 
mate artistry by Sada Thomp­ 
son and Michael O’Sullivan, and 
staged with graceful ease by 
Jerome Kilty, who wrote the 
play. 
GREAT HUMOR 
Although Stella Campbell con­ 
tinually pointed up her own in­ 
adequacies as a writer, the text 
of her letters showed great hu­ 
mor and an excellent gift for 
word imagery. This, coupled 
with Shaw’s never-failing wit 
in his missives, makes “ Dear 
Liar” a mine of laughter, as 
well as an insight into two of 
the most amazing characters in 
a not-long-gone era. 
The play takes us from 1899 
to 1940, the year of Mrs. Camp­ 
bell’s death. Kilty stages it with 
enough variety to make it far 
more than two characters read­ 
ing letters. For example, Shaw 
runs through rehearsal scenes 
of 
“ Pygmalion” 
with 
Stella, 
leading up to one of their fre­ 
quent and violent quarrels, and 
giving Miss Thompson a chance 
to air a delicious Cockney ac­ 
cent. 
Again, he reads a scene from 
“The Apple Cart” which is obvi­ 
ously based upon their own rela­ 
tionship. and sparks fly. In fact, 
the generation of charged fric­ 
tion, a must for good drama, 
runs throughout the production. 
TITLE SUBJECT 
Shaw’s talent for manufactur­ 
ing his own truths, irrelevant of 
facts, is highlighted in the cor­ 
respondence, and leads to the 
title, from her letter in which 
she calls him “ Liar, liar . . . 
dear liar.” 
The perversity of both Shaw 
and Mrs. Campbell lends dra­ 
ma, for he, despite his adora­ 
tion, refused to give up the com­ 
placent comfort of Charlotte, his 
wife; while Stella responded by 
informing him on the evening 
of the wildly successful opening 
of “ Pymalion” that she had 
married another man, George 
West. 
Above everything else, “ Dear 
Liar” is a completely literate 
evening of theater, and its ACT 
performance leaves nothing to 
be desired. 
Miss Thompson plays Stella 
with an imperious quality that 
lends authenticity to her per­ 
formance, and blends a warm 
emotional depth into a wholly 
believable character. 
A PIXIE SHAW 
O’Sullivan presents GBS as a 
beardless pixie, who alternates 
from almost childlike emotion­ 
al involvement with Stella to 
violent vituperation. He subtly 
ages the character as the years 
pass, but never loses the tre­ 
mendous vitality which is em­ 
bodied in both chacters. 
Stuart Wurtzel’s simple, yet 
rich looking set, and John Mc­ 
Lain’s unobtrusive lighting add 
finishing touches to the bril­ 
liance without flamboyance that 
characterizes this entire pro­ 
duction. 
ACT should have a real win­ 
ner in “ Dear Liar,” to be seen 
again in the announced schedule 
on Thursday and Saturday.

Admirers of the music of Rich­ 
ard Strauss must have reveled in 
last night’s second program of 
the 15th season of the Marin 
Symphony, 
performed in the 
College of Marin gymnasium. 
Not only was it all Strauss, 
but Strauss conducted by a 
master interpreter, for Sandor 
Salgo studied under the compo­ 
ser-including specifically the 
major work of the evening, the 
“Don Quixote” tone poem con­ 
sisting of ten variations on a 
theme of knightly character, Op. 
35. 
It was a difficult program 
testing the capabilities of every 
performer. 
Usually the high point of a 
concert is the finale. The clos­ 
ing suite from the opera “ Der 
Rosenkavalier” 
was 
brilliant 
and exhilarating, but the open­ 
ing “ Don Quixote,” which is one 
of the four tone poems marking 
Strauss’s highest development 
as an orchestral composer, was 
more fascinating. 
Salgo produced from the 80- 
piece orchestra both a lustrous, 
sensuous tone and a powerful, 
dynamic one in this colorfully 
orchestrated work reminiscent 
of Berlioz, a major influence on 
Strauss. 
Top honors went to Jean 
Mitchell, whose cello spoke el­ 
oquently for the mad knight Don 
Quixote. Her playing had both 
an infinitely delicate and pas­ 
sionate singing tone in lyric pas­ 
sages and the strong bite re­ 
quired in dramatic ones. Es­ 
pecially memorable were her 
solo for cello adagio in the fifth 
variation and her handling of 
the death theme in the finale, 
which is one of the permanent 
musical treasures of romantic 
character. 
This was the best performance 
we have heard from Jean, who 
is a consistently excellent mu­ 
sician. 


High praise is also due Lu- 
cien Mitchell, whose viola was 
entrusted 
with some of the 
themes 
associated 
with 
Don 
Quixote’s t r u s t y companion 
Sancho Panza. 
Concertmaster Charles Mea- 
cham, too, played a key role in 
the success of the work in lead­ 
ing the strings through beauti­ 
ful but perilous passages, as he 
did throughout the program. 
There was plenty of disson­ 
ance, but in contrast to many 
contemporary pieces, it was 
well motivated, as in the baaing 
of the sheep in variation two, 
expressed by the extraordinary 
flutter tonguing of the wood­ 
winds and brasses. 
Visual as well as vocal charm 
was provided by guest artist So­ 
p r a n o 
Cohleen 
Bischoff 
in 
“ Four 
Last 
Songs,** 
a p t l y 
named, since Strauss composed 
them the year before he died. 
Though they dealt with the ap­ 
proach of death, they contained 
soaringly ecstatic music that 
showed off the lyric but full 
bodied quality of Miss Bischoff’s 
lyric-dramatic soprano. 
She handled the long, arching 
melodic lines reminiscent of 
Wagner with a smooth legato 
and fine control of slowly in­ 
creasing and diminishing vol­ 
ume. “ Spring,” the second song, 
required great agility in negotia­ 
ting very wide intervals. In the 
first song, “ September,” she 
was nearly overpowered by the 
orchestra, but this situation im­ 
proved later. 
The closing suite from “ Der 
Rosenkavalier” with its exuber­ 
ant melodies has been called 
“Glorified beer hall music.” 
Possibly because of its rustic 
waltz themes, but their orches­ 
tration and inventive handling 
of thematic material is far from 
naive, and it made a rousingly 
good finale for the concert.

HOPES FOR SOUTH 
The old gentleman had expect­ 
ed South to win the club in his 
own hand in order to try the 
trump finesse. South would draw 
trumps and discard his losers 
on dummy’s clubs. 
He would never have to try 
the diamond finesse. 
Instead, declarer won the club 
in dummy and returned a dia­ 
mond to try a finesse with the 
queen. 
This was when the Old Kibit­ 
zer ran from the room. 
Oddly enough, all of the bar­ 
barous finesses were correct. 
East “finessed” with the queen 
of spades at the first trick to 
see if his partner had the king. 
When he found out, East could 
afford to return his singleton 
club. 


COUNTERS DEFENSE 
South could not afford to take 
the trump finesse against this 
defense. 
East would take the king of 
hearts and return a spade to 
the king. 
Back would come a club, and 
East’s ruff would defeat the 
contract. 
Instead, South took the dia­ 
mond finesse, cashed the ace of 
diamonds and led a trump to 
dummy’s ace (refusing the only 
finesse that the Old Kibitzer 
would have taken). Then he led 
the jack of diamonds from dum­ 
my and discarded the ten cf 
spades from his hand when East 
put up the king of diamonds. 
This gave up a diamond in­ 
stead of a spade, but it was 
more than an even exchange. 
East could not get the lead 
to his partner and therefore 
couldn’t get a club ruff. 
South’s contract was safe.

Clay, Terrell Fight Tonight For Heavyweight Title 


HOUSTON (AP) 
-C assius 
Clay calls Ernie Terrell “a one- 
armed bandit.” Terrell calls 
Clay “an incomplete fighter.” 
They both may be right, but 
tonight they will battle for the 
undisputed heavyweight cham­ 
pionship of the world and the 
millions that often go with box­ 
ing’s richest prize. 
Clay, 25, undefeated and gen­ 
erally regarded as the world 
champion, is a 4-1 favorite over 
a 27-year-old foe who has won 15 
straight fights and is recognized 


as the titleholder by the World 
Boxing Association. 
“I’m going to punish him.” 
says Clay. “ He’s going to re­ 
ceive 
a 
Floyd 
Patterson 
humiliation beating.” 
The 6-foot-3 Clay gave Pat­ 
terson a torturous whipping be­ 
fore the referee stopped that 
slaughter in the 12th round of 
their title bout Nov. 22. 1965. 
“He doesn’t bug me like he 
has some of the others he’s 
whipped,” said the 6-foot-6 Ter­ 
rell. “His mouth isn’t going to 


help him against me. I know I 
can beat him. I'm going to 
knock him out. And the beauty 
of it is that I’m going to get paid 
for it.” 
Clay will collect about $750,000 
and Terrell will earn upwards of 
$250,000 for this long awaited 
fight. 
A crowd of 35.000 may pay 
about $400,000 at prices ranging 
from $5 to $100 for Clay’s eighth 
title defense and sixt hwithin 11 
months. The site is the magnifi­ 
cent Astrodome which can seat 


60,000 for a fight. 
The big money, however, will 
come from closed circuit tele­ 
casts to arenas and theaters in 
the United States and Canada, 
the live hookup by the commu­ 
nication satellites to England 
I and Japan, radio, and the de- 
I layed tape telecasts in 24 other 
countries.

Mays Telephoned Franks After 


Reading His Boss' Prediction 


Willie Mays shook his head when 
he read the dispatch from Salt Lake 
City. It quoted Herman Franks in a 
hot stove league prediction that 
Willie, now with a career total of 542 
homers, will crack Babe Ruth’s all- 
time mark of 714 by averaging 37 
homers for the next five years. 


MAYS PICKED up the telephone 
and called the manager of the Giants 
at his Salt Lake City home. “Homan,” 
said Willie using his pet name for Franks, “I thought 
you were my friend and now I read where you put 
me on the spot for five years.” 
There was chuckling on the other end of the 
phone and Willie interrupted it. “Homan,” he said, 
“it’s easy for you to predict I’ll do it but doing it is 
something else.” 


THE BANTERING continued for several minutes 
with Willie feigning displeasure over Franks’ public 
pronouncement of a private conviction that the man­ 
ager of the Giants had held all along. 
Franks wouldn’t publicly express his belief last 
season because it would only have put additional pres­ 
sure on Mays as the great centerfielder was pulling 
into the No. 2 slot behind Ruth by passing first Mel 
Ott (511), then Ted William (521) and finally Jimmy 
Foxx (534). 


BUT THROUGHOUT the 1966 campaign Franks, 
whenever Willie was within earshot and Ruth’s rec­ 
ord was being discussed, would say: “I know a fellow 
who is going to crack that record.” Willie would shake 
his head. 
“I’m sure glad it’s all over,” said Mays after hit­ 
ting No. 535 which put him ahead of Foxx. “Now that 
I’ve passed all those guys maybe everyone will leave 
me alone and forget about my homers.” 


OF COURSE, NOBODY is going to forget Mays' 
homers and there will be constant speculation about 
his chances of catching Ruth. 
“You almost have to bet at my age that I don’t 
catch him,” said Willie. “Like I’ve been saying right 
along I don’t think I can do it. Anyway that’s so far 
ahead that I don’t even want to think about it.” 


MAYS WILL BE 36 May 6 and this will be his 
16th major league campaign. Franks, in making his 
prediction, said he was mindful of Willie’s age but 
didn’t have a doubt Willie still would be hitting home 
runs at the age of 40 in 1971. 
“I’ve never known any athlete to take the superb 
care of his body that Willie has,” said Franks. “Ten 
years ago he weighed 188. He still weighs 188 today 
and has the hips of a teen-ager. 


“SURE, HE IS older and wiser but he always was 
smart when it came to physical discipline, particularly 
proper eating habits. He not only has five more good 
years ahead of him in baseball but I think when he 
is 40 in 1971 he will hit his age in homers.”

Ferrari Back On Top After 
1-2-3 Sweep At Daytona 


DAYTONA 
BEACH, 
Fla. 
(AP) — Ferrari, dethroned as 
king of road racing in 1966, is 
back on top. 
Stung by Ford victories at 
Daytona and LeMans a year 
ago, Enzo Ferrari brought a 
carefully prepared set of new 
12-cylinder models to Daytona 
Internationa] Speedway, and the 
brilliant Red Ferraris crossed 
the finish line first, second and 
third in the 24-hour Daytona 
Continental yesterday. 
Lorenzo Bandini of Italy and 
Chris Amon of New Zealand 
were first, and Mike Parkes of 
England and Ludovico Scarfiotti 
of Italy were three laps — 11 
miles — back in the sister car. 
The third Ferrari, a rebuilt 
1966 model nearly matching the 
new ones, was 110 miles behind 
Pedro Rodriguez of Mexico and 
Jean Guichet of France lost 
ground with mechanical trouble 
in the closing hours. But every­ 
one else had trouble too, and 
they held third place. 
The fourth place Porsche 6 , 
driven by Hans Hermann of 
Germany and Jo Siffert of Swit­ 
zerland was 183 miles back of 
the winner. 
Ford was buried behind a 
string of broken transmissions 
that plagued all but one of its 
six Mark II starters .The lone 
Ford factory car to avoid the 
transmission plague had over­ 
heating troubles and visited the 
pits for water every 15 laps 
around the 3.81-mile course.

No re­ 
placement as coach was named 
immediately. 
Reports of Dodd s decision to 
quit a9 coach were broadcast in 
Atlanta and published by the 
Atlanta Journal. Official confir­ 
mation was expected shortly 
from Georgia Tech sources, who 
privately confirmed the reports. 
Dodd’s retirement as coach j 
came as somewhat of a sur­ 
prise, although there were re­ 
ports already last fall that the 
1966 season would be his last. 
The tall, slender head man of 
the Yellow Jackets has been in 
poor health in recent months,

Seabees are back at their old 
tricks, this time in Vietnam, 
carving airfields and roads out 
of dense jungles under sniper 
fire. 
Seven thousand of these con­ 
struction men in uniform are 
changing the face of the coun­ 
tryside. They apply Yankee in­ 
genuity with the same zest of 
the Seabees of World War II. 


Called 
the “Ong Bien” or 
water beetles by the South 
Viednamcse, the seabees are 
specializing

The Seabees are celebrating

year 
by 
forming 
special construction teams to 
help villages and to teach Viet­ 
namese workers new skills.

Vietnam, the Navy went back 
again recently to U. S. construc­ 
tion trades — for 5,000 new petty 
officers. Recruiting was turned 
off almost as soon as it began. 
All the billets were filled as fast 
as skilled tradesmen were able 
to leave their civilian jobs.
